Pennsylvania Joins 19 States In School Prayer Case 


HARRISBURG 
(UPI) — The 
state Justice Department, already 
involved in one religion-in-the- 
schools case, has joined with 19 
other states in support of New 
York’s "Regents’ Prayer," now 
under consideration by the U. S 
Supreme Court. 
The two cases differ in that the 


New York suit is challenging the 
daily prayer requirement in that 
state’s schools while the Pennsyl­ 
vania case involves reading from 
the Bible. But the high tribunal 
is expected to hand down its de­ 
cision on the New York case 
first, and it may serve as pre­ 
cedent for several pending suits, 


including Pennsylvania's. 
Cites Nation’s Traditions 
In the amici curiae or "friends 
of the court" brief, the 20 states 
hold that "the vast majority of 
our countrymen hold fast to the 
belief that America became a 
great nation and will remain free­ 
dom's stronghold only if she re­ 


mains true to her religious herit­ 
age and tradition."

Finally, Tony Pawlikowski, a 
Baltimore County elections board 
worker who was driving by. vol­ 
unteered to lead the motorcade to 
the Bethlehem Steel Corp. plant 
on the outskirts of Baltimore. 
Titov and his party arrived at 
the plant 18 minutes behind ached- 
ule. 
Amiable Visitor 
Americans have found the 27- 
year-old Red army major—the 
second man to orbit the earth—an 
amiable visitor. He was willing 
bo talk on many subjects but high­ 
ly secretive when the converse 
Hon turned to details of Soviet 
rocketry and space programs.

Medical School in 1932, predicted 
that the quality of hospital care 
will drop if Congress passee the 
medicare bill.

Then 
there won’t be room for the really 
sick people." 
lf doctors all over the country 
join in and refuse to participate 
in medicare, Henriksen said, the 
program will not pass Congress 
and if it passes it will not be im­ 
plemented.
